RESOLUTION 

Subject: Setting up of Prarambhik Shiksha Kosh (PSK) 


I. Genesis of “Prarambhik Shiksha Kosh” 

No. 1-11/2004-EE-4.— 

The Constitution (Eighty Sixth Amendment) Act, 2002, notified on 13 th 
December 2002, seeks to make “provision of free and compulsoiy education to 
children in the 6-14 years age group”- hitherto a Directive Principle of State 
Policy - a Fundamental Right. 

The said Amendment Act seeks to insert, inter alia, the following new 
Article 21 A in Part III [“Fundamental Rights”] of the Constitution: 

“21 A. Right to Education 

The State shall provide free and compulsory education to all children of 
the age of six to fourteen years in such manner as the State may, by law, 
determine.” 

2. The Constitutional Amendment clearly mandates the universalization of 
elemental^ education, as envisaged in the National Policy on Education 1968, 
1986 (as modified in 1992) and the National Plan of Action 1992. The main 
vehicles for this universalization are Sarva Shiksha Abhiyan (SSA) and the 
National Programme of Nutritional Support to Primary Education [Mid-Day 
Meal Scheme (MDM)]. 

3. In order to bridge the gap between available plan resources and 
estimated requirements to finance the programmes for universalization of 
elementary education, the Finance (No.2) Act, 2004, (on 8.7.2004) levied an 
Education Cess @ 2% on Income Tax, Excise Duty, Customs Duty & Service 
Tax “to fulfill the commitment of the Government to provide and finance 
universalized quality basic education”. . 
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4. The Government has decided to create a non-lapsable fund called the 
Prarambhik Shiksha Kosh in the following manner: 

• Elementary Education Sector should, as a matter of 
Constitutional obligation, be assured Annual Plan allocations in a 
need-based manner. 

• A Prarambhik Shiksha Kosh (PSK) be created in the Public 
Account of India, and all proceeds of the Education Cess be 
credited into it, with minimum possible time lag. 

• The account of the Prarambhik Shiksha Kosh be maintained by 
the Ministry of Human Resource Development, Department of 
Elementary Education & Literacy (renamed as Department of 
School Education & Literacy) and the amount available therein be 
non-lapsable; and 

• The proceeds of the Education Cess credited to Prarambhik 
Shiksha Kosh be spent on 

1. Sarva Shiksha Abhiyan and 

2. Mid-Day Meal Scheme. 

In any financial year, the expenditure on these schemes shall be 
initially incurred from the Other Budgetary Resources (OBR) 
component of the Plan allocation and the expenditure will be 
financed from the Prarambhik Shiksha Kosh only after the OBR is 
exhausted. 

The Government has also decided that savings in respect of the North- 
Eastern States relating to Elementary Education (Safva Shiksha Abhiyan and 
Mid-Day Meal Scheme) shall be credited to the Non-Lapsable Central Pool of 
Resources to be earmarked for spending on Sarva Shiksha Abhiyan and Mid- 
Day Meal Scheme. 

II. Creation of Prarambhik Shiksha Kosh 


5. An order constituting Prarambhik Shiksha Kosh was issued on 14 th 
November 2005 by the erstwhile Department of Elementary Education and 
Literacy under File No. 1-11 /2004-EE-4. 

6. A provision of Rs.8746 crore for the initial transfer to the newly created 
Prarambhik Shiksha Kosh has been made in the Union Budget 2006-07 
against estimated receipts of Education Cess. Each year after exhausting the 
funds provided by way of Gross Budgetary Support for the schemes of Sarva 
Shiksha Abhiyan and Mid-Day Meal, subsequent expenditure on these 
schemes will be financed from Prarambhik Shiksha Kosh. In 2006-07 B.E. 
provisions for this purpose recoupable from the Prarambhik Shiksha Kosh are

III. Principles governing Utilization of funds under Prarambhik Shiksha 
Kosh 


7. i) Prarambhik Shiksha Kosh shall be maintained as a Reserve Fund in the 
non-interest bearing section of the Public Account of India. The account 
thereof shall be maintained by the Ministry of Human Resource 
Development, Department of Elementary Education & Literacy (renamed as 
Department of School Education & Literacy) and amount available therein 
shall be non lapsable; 

ii) All proceeds of the Education Cess shall be credited into Prarambhik 
Shiksha Kosh after obtaining due approval of the Parliament through 
Demands for Grants; 

iii) The amounts in the Prarambhik Shiksha Kosh shall be utilized for a) 
Sarva Shiksha Abhiyan and b) Mid-Day Meal Scheme each year after 
exhausting the Gross Budgetary Support (OBR) allocated by the Planning 
Commission for the above-mentioned two schemes. 

IV. Periodicity and Modality of transfer of funds from Consolidated 
Fund of India to Prarambhik Shiksha Kosh 

8. (i). The Education Cess is a tax revenue and being levied/collected 
since 1.10.2004, in accordance with Finance (No.2) Act, 2004, and being 
booked in Government Account under a distinct minor head below the 
following Major Heads: - 

1. 0020—Corporation Tax 

2. 0021—Taxes on income other than Corporation Tax 

3. 0037—Customs 

4. 0038—Union Excise Duties 

5. 0044—Service Tax 

A Minor Head “127-Prarambhik Shiksha Kosh” under the Major Head 
-“8229- Development and Welfare Funds” in the non-interest bearing 
section of Public Account of India has been opened for crediting the 
proceeds of the ‘Education Cess\ 

(ii). Education Cess levied and collected by the Government is being 
accounted for in the Consolidated Fund of India by the Principal Chief 
Controllers of Accounts (Pr.CCA), CBDT and CBEC. The account of Prarambhik 
Shiksha Kosh is being maintained by the Chief Controller of Accounts (CCA), 
Ministry of Human Resource Development; therefore information regarding 
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receipts on account of Education Cess shall be obtained by the CCA, Ministry 
of Human Resource Development from Principal Chief Controllers of Accounts, 
CBDT and CBEC, Department of Revenue. This information will enable the 
Ministry of Human Resource Development to make suitable budget provisions 
under the “Major Head 2 202-General Education, Sub Major Head 01- 
Elementary Education, Minor Head 797-Transfer to Reserve Fund/Deposit 
Account, Sub Head 01-Transfer to Prarambhik Shiksha Kosh, Object Head 63- 
Inter Account Transfer”, in the Detailed Demand for Grants of the Department 
of Elementary Education and Literacy (renamed as Department of School 
Education & Literacy) to facilitate the transfer of proceeds of Education Cess to 
Prarambhik Shiksha Kosh . 

(iii) - Updating of information relating to actual cess receipts against estimates 
projected will also be ascertained directly by CCA, Ministiy of Human Resource 
Development from Principal Chief Controllers of Accounts, CBDT and CBEC, 
Department of Revenue from time to time as deemed necessary. 

(iv) . The PAO (Education) shall periodically transfer the budgeted amount 
available under 

Major Head 2202-General Education 
Sub Major Head 01-Elementary Education’ 

Minor Head 797-Transfer to Reserve Fund/Deposit account’ 

Sub Head 01- Transfer to Prarambhik Shiksha Kosh, 

Object Head 63-Inter Account Transfer

Major Head 8229—Development and Welfare Fund 
Minor Head 127-Prarambhik Shiksha Kosh 

by book adjustment through transfer entiy by debiting the former head of 
account and crediting the latter during the financial year. This will be done on 
the receipt of the necessary administrative sanction from the Department of 
Elementary Education and Literacy (renamed as Department of School 
Education 8s Literacy). 

(v) . The Department of Elementary Education and Literacy (renamed as 
Department of School Education & Literacy) shall make necessary budget 
provisions in the Detailed Demand for Grants under relevant functional Major 
Heads for Sarva Shiksha Abhiyan mid National Programme of Nutritional 
Support to Primary Education (Mid-Day-Meal Scheme) for the component to be 
funded from Prarambhik Shiksha Kosh. The relevant functional heads for this 
purpose are detailed below: -

(vii). Before closing of the accounts for the year, the entire expenditure / 
incurred out of the Prarambhik Shiksha Kosh under the functional heads will 
be adjusted by recoupment from the head mentioned below: -

Minor Head 127-Prarambhik Shiksha Kosh 
in the Public Account of India by per minus debit to the Minor Head “906 or 
907-Deduct amount met from PSK” below the relevant functional head 
mentioned in (vi) above where the expenditure was initially booked, by book 
adjustment through Transfer Entry to be prepared by PAO (Education), subject 
to the provision under 8 (iv). 

(viii). The Department of Elementary Education and Literacy (renamed as 
Department of School Education & Literacy) shall issue necessary 
administrative sanction of the actual expenditure from Prarambhik Shiksha 
Kosh so incurred after necessary reconciliation^with Pay and Accounts Officer 
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(Education) with reference to their initial subsidiary records to be maintained 
by them. The expenditure figures as appearing in the books of PAO shall be 
final. 

(ix) . The PAO (Education) under CCA, Human Resource Development shall 
maintain the Broadsheet of Prarambhik Shiksha Kosh (PSK) indicating the 
opening balance, amount transferred under the Prarambhik Shiksha Kosh in 
Public Account during the year, expenditure incurred during the year, net 
balance available for cariy forward the same to the next financial year. The 
PAO shall submit the statement of accounts, indicating the expenditure and 
un-utilized amounts under Prarambhik Shiksha Kosh to the Secretaiy, 
Department of Elementary Education & Literacy (renamed as Department of 
School Education & Literacy) through Financial Advisor, Human Resource 
Development after the close of the financial year. 

(x) . The above provisions shall be subject to the budgetary procedure of the 

Government of India. 

(xi) . The expenditure incurred out of the Prarambhik Shiksha Kosh shall be 
subject to internal and statutory Audit.
